London, November 16.-—-The British 
government will not accede to the de- 
mands of France for punitive meas- 
ures against Germany and has noti- 
fied the British ambassador in Paris 
to so inform the council of ambassa- 
dors,

ernment cannot give its approval to 
any further occupation of German ter 
ritory,”

Portane had been hunted by heavily 
armed posses all day, following the

‘The 
farmer, anxious to get Portano out 
of his sight, suggested that he go on 
to the next farm, where there was a 
'good, warm barn.

The sheriff and posse found Pur- 
tano just as he had esconced himself, 
comfortably in the hay, and demanded 
that he throw up Lis hands. Portano 
shouted and screamed, but made no 
resistance. He was disarmed and 
taken to Bemidji, where he continued 
to rave insanely ag he was pleond ip 
a cell. . 

Hundreds of grim-faced citizens,

late Friday night in a determined 
man-bunt for Portano. 

Portany had been lest :een by the 
girl as he fled from his lumber camp 
into the woods Friday morning. He 
left a note at the camp, confessing 
the four murders, and later telephon- 
ed a physician here and told him 
where he could find the bodies of 
his victims.

The government at Berlin is con- 
juring up the old spectre of bolshe- 


vism. Whenever the Germans get 
into a tight corner they start pre- 
dicting dire things for the rest of 
Europe. They like to make the 
world believe that they form the 
“cordon sanitaire’ against 
spread of communism and soviet- 
ism. While the truth of the mat- 
ter is that Poland, ever since Pader- 
ewski was president of that new re- 
public, has been the barrier, which 
prevented the Russians from Carry- 
ing On an armed campaign to spread 
the blessings of a dictatorship of 
the proletariat to other nations. 

Germany, whining and wailing, 
tells the world: If you allow France 
any more liberty, if you stand idly 
by while France takes control o the 
basic industries of our fatherland, 
then you will plunge Germany in 
blood-red revolution. There will be 
wholesale massacres, confiscation of 
property, extermination of our in- 
telligentsia and other phenomena, 
accompanying the blessings of a red 
rule. 


The wireless station at Nauen is 


the chief dispenser of information 
about red war preparations. Care- 
fully prepared propaganda, made in 
Germany, is broadcast each night 
telling whoever cares to list.n (and 
many lend an ear) that Trotsky is 
buying ten thousand airplanes, that 
the new whippet tanks of the red 
army are the latest models of war 


equipment, that the soviet govern-| 


ment is planning to throw a steel 
bridge across Poland and come to 
the aid of Germany to crush France. 

Now let us examine the situation. 
A: the anniversary of the bolshevik 
revolution Trotsky made a speech, 
‘as is his wont, in the Red Square of 
Moscow. He told the soldiers that 
Russia would not cross the border 
unless attacked. Nobody thinks of 
attacking Russia. Everybody is 
anxious that Russia get on her feet 
and have a stable government, with 
which other nations may deal in 
peace and security. There are in- 
dications that as time goes on the 
more radical elements in the admin- 
instration of that unfortunate coun- 
try will be submerged and a saner 
policy will supplan* the government 
monopolies. 

M. Poincare figures, after hear- 
ing the advice of Marshal Foch and 
information supplied him by Mar- 
shal Pilsudski from Poland, that 
Russia ‘cannot be counted upon in 
world affairs for the next fifty years. 
There is no Russian fleet. The 
much vaunted red army consists of 
-§00,000 Moncholian mercenaries 
with a sprinkling of 100,000 com- 
munists. When faced by modern 
‘troops they would not stand the 
Strain. Even if the 100,000 reds 
fought with the desperation of fan- 
aticism, they would melt like snow 
before the sun if met with the su- 
perior leadership of, say, the 
French, for instance. 

But the greatest barrier against 
- the spread of bolshevism is right on 
the soil of Europe, in Germany, 
France, Belgium, Holland and other 
countries. The farmers are the 
backbone of these nations. They 
do not believe in red rule, in con- 
fiscation of their crops to feed the 
armies or to get payment in worih- 
less rubles, marks, franks or guild- 
ers. 

What the farmer wants is stabil- 


ity, peace, and a certain measure of 


prosperity. And he has a reason- 


able right to this.

Atlanta stands unquajifiedly as 


the financial center in the south, 
following the official publication of 
figures showing the bank clearings 
for the largest cities in the United 
States. 

In the tabulation of southern cit- 
ies Atlanta's name star4s at the top 
of twenty-two cities, with total bank 


clearings for the month of October 
reaching $273,422,171, approxi- 
mately $4,000,000 more than her 
nearest rival, New Orleans, and near- 
ly $20,000,000 more than Rich- 
mond, which city gained» third 
place.

One finds the most zealous advo- 
cates of such homework stints pre- 
siding in a schoolroom where the air 
is middling bad. as a rule. The most 
zealous homework advocates I have 
known were teachers who had no 
physical edveation. Due to their 
faulty educaticn and poor physical 
condition, such teachers become neu- 
rotics and by their precept and ex- 
ample alienate the interest of the 
pupil in bis school work. 

In schools where “homework” is 
a feature, physical education is gen- 
erally a farce. If teachers were re- 
quired to have anything more than 
a technical training they would per- 
haps better comprebend that a pupil's 
physical condition has much to do 
with his capacity and wiil to learn. 
Many teachers have com? to realize 
that certain prevalent physical de- 
fects, such as faulty vision, defective

school, Teachers may eventually 
grasp the equally significant 
that the health plus which a pupil 
gets from physical training is as 
definitely influential in the other di- 
rection, stimulating and enhancing 
the pupil’s capacity and will to 
learn. 

One teacher argues in defense of 
burdensome “homework” assignments, 
which demand two or three hours of 
study outside of the regular five hours 
of school session, that nowadays the 
average pupi! is so dull that it is 
impossible to keep up with the pre- 
scribed curriculum unless the “home- 
work” is faithfully done. I suspect 
the dullness so prevalent in hich 
school is in part due to the fonl air 
of the schoolroom and in part to 
neglect of phvsical training. ‘There 
is ple:.ty of evidence given by the 
teachers themselves that foul air be- 
numbs or dulis the mind, for teach- 
ers cannot help noticing the remark- 
able improvement in class work which 
is made by pupils in open air school- 
rooins, 

The foul air I refer to is the warm 
air of the schoolroom where drafts 
dare not blow and the thermometer 
renerally is from five to ten degrees 
rhove the hrefenie limit.

COOLIDGE PLANS 


COAL “CLEAN-UP.” 

Washington, November 16.—Presi- 
dent Coolidge wil] use all the power 
of the federal government to effect a 
“honse cleaning” of the anthracite in- 
dustry, which has been demanded 
again. by Governor Pinchot, of Penn- 
sy;svania, 

This was made known at the white 
house Friday. It was eaid, however, 
that this can be only along the lines 
leid down by existing law. The de- 
partment of justice has been studying 
just what steps it can take to stop 
profiteering in hard coal, and: other 
objectionable practices, it was an- 
nounced by Attorney General Dauch- 
erty after the cabinet meeting. No 
decision hac yet been reached, 

The government is depending mainly 
on the federal trade commission, 
which is now studying the industry 
and has issued several reports charg- 
ing “sealping” and excessively high 
prices, The commission has complained 
against several hard coal companies 
for such practices and they have been 
ordered to appear before the commis- 
sion, which is expected to render a 
general report to the president. The 
later probably will base recommenda- 
tions to congress on this report. 

President Coolidge has no intention 
of making any suggestions to the 
States for dealing with the hard coal 
problem, it was stated by a white 
house spokesman. Governor Pinchot 
has called a conference of governors 
of the thirty anthracite using states 
to consider remedial -legislation to -be 
laid before congress.

RUHR RIOTING 
GROWS APACE. 

Dusseldorf, November 17.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—-The rioting in 
the Ruhr is growing. Not only is the 
situation getting ugly among unem- 
ployed but the separatists are encount- 
ering violence on the other side of 
the Rhine. A _ pitched battle was 
fonzht in the village of Himburg, 
near Bonn, yesterday between the 
separatists and farmers. Pistols and 
hand grenades were used and before 
the French troops were able to restore 
order the peasants had suffered a loss 
of three killed and the separaticts 15 
with many wounded on eack side. 

Separatists and loyal‘sts also 
clashed several times at Bonn and 
Honnef, and Tunisian troops were sent 
there to maintain order,

Dusseldorf, November 17.—( By the 
Associated Press.)—The separatists 
continue to detach territory in the 
Rhinelaod from the German republic 
by proclamation and today they pro 
caimed a Rhineland republic at 
Schifferstadt, in the Palatinate, and 
took over the administration of af- 
fairs at ckenhausen. isut they 
are meeting with very considerable re 


s.stance. 

_At Himberg, in the district of 
Neuwied, a regular battle oecurred 
yesterday between the separatists and 
peasants. The peasants were armed 
with revolvers and had grenades and 
fifteen separatists were killed and 
a number inju¢J. One peasant was 
killed. 

Fighting was resumed this morning 
at Honnef and eight persons were 
killed and more than sixty wounded. 
A children’s sanitarium at Neuwied 
was converted into a hospital for the 
care of the injured. 

At thé request of the delegates of 
the allied high commission at Bonn

were disarmed without resistance, 
but many of the anti-separatists fled 
and a detachment was sent in pursuit.

Strong Undercurrents.

This idea, while 
it has been undoubtedly present in 
the minds of many members for some 
time ,was first voiced by Kepresenta- 
tivé Culpepper, of Fayette county, 
when speaking before the house com- 
mittee on general agriculture, number 
iwo. Later in the week he again 


‘urged such a course upon the house, 
during the debate on the;floor over 
the passage of the equalization repeal 
bill 


Whether or not there could be 
mustered sufficient votes to pass such 
a program right now, is doubtful, but 
it ig extremely probable, many mem- 
bers declare, that the sentiment will 
have grown to a point where it can 
ve put over within a few days. 

Income Tax Sufficient. , 

It is the idea of* those sponsoring 
the plan that an income tax with 
low exemptions so as to provide for 
some state taxes for practically every 
citizen, and with a gradualiy rising 
scaie of rates up to probably five 
per cent, wil raise sufficient revenue 
to offset the loss sufiered by wiping 
out the ad valorem system, if ceriain 
other bills are passed. These in 
clude the Ennis biil, providing for a 
state revenue department for coilec 
tion of delinquent taxes. It is claim: 
ed that the state is now losing nearly 
$2,000,000 per year in special and 
occupation taxes which are never 
paid, which would be collected by 
such a revenue department. Then 
there is the proposal to create a buid- 
get commission for the state with 
enlarged powers which, it is be 
lieved, would result in greater econ 
omy in the expenditure of the 
state’s money. Also the bill of Sen 
ator Pace, providing for a state au- 
diting department, to work in con 
junction with the budget proposal to 
economize in the conduct of state af- 
fairs. 

These measures, with a genera! im- 
nrovement of the laws for the en 
forcement of tax payment, added to 
the income tax, will it is believed, 
provide all revenne actually needed 
for the support of the state govern- 
ment and its institutions. 

Advantages Argued. - Hoe 

The advantages seen in the elimi 
nation of ad valorem taxes for state 
purposes include the definite sep 
aration of state tuxes from local 
taxes. A large majority of the ‘tax 
payers do not, in their minds, differ 
entiate between state and county and 
municipal taxes. it is known, with the 
result that they blame the state for 
the heavy tax burdens many of them 
bear, when in reality the blame should 
be placed upon local taxing authori- 
ties. In this respect it is believed 
that the asaenbiy will probably pass 
some form of lezislation to limit the 
tax rate which may be imnosed by 
the counties, exclusive of school dis 
trict taxation.
